Slavery in England.. 

"What! Slavery in England? Impos- 
sible! Britannia has spent millions in 
abolishing slavery throughout her own 
vast dominions, and tens of millions in 
efforts to abolish it beyond. Never- 
theless there is slavery in the very 
Heart' of England, this very day! Not 
the African or the Coolie, bought and 
sold at the shambles, it is true. That 
particular kind of slavery has long 
since been tabooed. But is it any ex- 
tenuation to say that England's slaves 
are of her own ' tlesh and blood — her 
own children ? I>o you demand the 
proof, O, indignant Englishman ? We 
have it in the 'Times' of the 11th ult: 
'Last night Lord Henniker moved the aero ml 
reading of a Bill prohibiting the employment 
of children under eight flatus of tig,: hi agri- 
cultural labour, and placing educational re- 
strictions upon the employment of older chil- 
dren.' Grout God! is this the way to breed 
Britons'? We are told that it has long 
been the practice of poor or worthless pa- 
rents to hire- out their children for farm 
work, living more or less upon the price 
of their toil. In this way thousands of 
boys and girls, down to the tender age of 
five aro employed in the lighter branches 
of agricultural labor. And how are they 
treated? On an 'average, certainly no bet- 
ter than were African slaves in the South- 
ern States of America. There is the mea- 
gre fare, the sharp whip or heavy fiat of 
the task-master; and, when the unequal 
labor of a long day is over, the poor, 
worn-out brat staggers into its straw-bed, 
where they are packed on the barn-floor 
like herrings in a barrel. Morning dawns 
and the crack of the whip reminds the 
poor, bewildered things that its misery is 
not over, that another day of toil is be- 
fore it; and thus England's sons and daugh- 
ters, wrenched prematurely from their 
mother's knee, are doomed to an endless 
round of toil which the Society for the 
prevention of cruelty to animals would 
not for a moment tolerate! England would 
compass sea and land in order to amelior- 
ate a similar condition in other landsjand 
yet she tolerates it in her very midst, con- 
tent, as it would seem, to restrict it to chil 
dren that reached the age of eight years! 
Eiglityearsof age! Think of it, ye mothers 
in these new lands, and be thankful. What 
a noble race must come of this slave labor. 
Oh! how paradoxical is even our philan- 
throphy. But the remedy. What! Is 
there a remedy ? Yes; and it is Emigra- 
tion. Hero, in this Dominion of ours, 
happy homes aro offered to England's 
starving millions. Here children need 
not work until they have ceased to be 
children. It is not very creditable to the 
nation that tho remedy has not been long 
since applied, — a remedy ^thrice blessed, 
blessing him that gives and him that takes, 
as well as him that is given and takes. But 
tho heart of the nation lias been touched, 
• and Lord Henniker's Bill "prohibits tho 
employment of children under eight years 
of age" as farm slaves. What a mockery 
of justice! 

"The Champion," Indeed! 



An Economical Govern- 
ment, Indeed 

Yn tohia, July 11, 1K73. 
EpiTOR Colonist:—! havo noticed 
your endeavors to bring the present Gov- 
ernment to a proper sense of their respon- 
sibility and am somewhat mrpriiid at the 
hardiheod of the Victoria- 'Mutidard in at- 
tempting to sustain their conduct. What 
just and humane Government would send 
an oflicei witli only two Indian men, one 
of them a cripple, and a woman in an 
open canoe upwards of t .vo hundred miles 
amongst hundreds of savages to arrest a 
man charged with murder, and to stop 
Indian Liquor traffic? From what I 
know of the. Attorney Geneial I think 
him too whole-hearted to have sent any 
man. much less Ins friend, m such a man- 
ner on such an errand. It mast have 
been the more economical (V) counsels of 
other members of the Cabinet that pre- 
vailed. Surely there is no economy in 
risking human life and tempting the In- 
dians in such a manner. 

I think by the time all the expenses at- 
tending that affair are settled they will 
couie to morb money than if a sufficient 
force had been sent, to carry out the law 
without the risk of life or the law being 
set at defiance. 

You mentioned the trouble at Che- 
inainus and other places for the 
want of sufficient officers, and the Stan- 
dard tried to gloss it over by making it 
appear to bo a myth. Hut the Court of 
Assize has proved you were conect, as 
there were prisoners tried for murders at 
these places, which might have been 
prevented had officers been at hand. 
I was credibly informed mi Monday 
I last that several' Indians had been waiting 
; in Victoria over thirty days as witnesses 
in a caso, and that during the whole time 
they had received neither money nor food 
from the Government, and that they were 
entirely dependent on what they could 
beg or what credit they could get from 
the citizens. Is this economy ? Howcan 
they expect Indians or any person will be 
treated in such a manner; The next 
thing we shall hear of the Government 
wanting the ships of war to fetch Indian 
witnesses, for they certainly will refuse to 
como quietly if they are not treated prop- 
erly. 

if other branches of tho Government 
were as derelict in their duties as some ot 
our Cabinet Ministers everything would 
soon be in a muddle. If this is Responsi- 
ble Government [ trust we shall soon find 
out the responsible parties and bring these 
things home to them.

Did 
the Premier prove himself the champion 
of Protection when, during last session of 
the local Legislature, he lobbied against 
Mr. Bunster's Eesolutions and did his 
best to throw them out on mere technical 
quibbles? Did he earn the appellation of 
"Champion of Protection," when during 
last (tho present) session of the Federal | 
Parliament ho kept his mouth shut dur- 
ing a three days' debate upon the propo- 
sition of Mr. Jones to extend protection 
to agriculturists, and in tho course of 
•which his own constituents in Victoria 
District found an advocate in a stranger? 
"Champion of Protection," indeed! 
Champion of humbug. The Protection 
hobby-horse served his purpose, though; 
and now he coolly tells tho farmers who 
were so foolish as to mount him on it, 
that it is dead. Who lulled it? He first 
tells his country constituents that it i^ at 
Ottawa tho battle of Protection must be 
fought; and then ho asks his city constit- 
uents to send him to Ottawa to tight 
against it; and he goes to Ottawa and 
lights for both by lighting for neither.

Worcester, July 11— At 11 o'clock last 
night a tire broke out in Burnet street 
I block in a line of wooden buildings. The 
j flames spread 10 the stables attached to 
the Looming House, and thence to the 
Arlington Piano Factory, where the 
| stock of unfinished and finished pianos 
were destroyed, together with the build- 
ing, but the furniture was saved in a bad- 
ly damaged condition. Bunt's block was 
next burned, but a small stream interven- 
ed ami the progress of the lire was arrest- 
ed. Loss, from $1,200,000 to $1,000,000. 

New York, July 10 --- The murder of 
Chas. Goodrich is no longer a mystery. 
He was shot by Wat ham, alias Katie Stod- 
dard, on the night of the 21st of March. 
She was arrested on Tuesday last and yes- 
terday made a lull confession of her 
guilt to the polico authorities of Brook- 
lyn. Her trunks were seized and opened 
and in them was discovered some proper- 
ty of Goodrich, including a watch and 
chain, finger-ring and seal, and a pocket- 
book with 840 in bills, believed to 1 o the 
identical money taken from the murder- 
ed man. A revolver was found in tho 
trunk with three chambers loaded and 
three empty. There we're three bullets 
found in Goodrich's head. Kate confesses 
that the revolver found in her trunk was 
the one with which she killed Goodrich. 
Every article taken by her from tho pre- 
mises she seems to have carefully preserv- 
ed. 



' Naturalization 

Under the existing local law the pro- 
cess of naturalization is both short, and 
simple. An aiien can become a British 
subject after one year's resilience. Un- 
der the Dominion law the process of 
making Britons out of aliens is a more 
tedious one, requiring three years. By 
an Act passed during the present session 
of the Federal Parliament the Dominion 
law comes in force in British Columbia 
on and after tho flint day of July, 1871, 
no that our own simple process has rather 
less than a twelvemonth to run. As was 
stated by one of the Dominion Ministers, 
■when tho subject was before Parliament, 
the extension of the less liberal law over 
this Province was at tho instance of the 
local Government. Who told tho local 
Government to ask anything of the kind ? 
Tho Legislature did not, and it alone had 
tho constitutional right to do so. The 
Government has no constitutional right 
to do any such thing unless moved there- 
to by the House. They were not only 
constitutionally wrong in making such a 
request, but they acted contrary to the 
public wish and interest. It is the general 
interest and desire, circumstanced as Bri- 
tish Columbia is and must be lor some 
years to como, that naturalization should 
bo easy: but, as has been seen, the Feder- 
al law makes it much more difficult. For 
this unwelocme change the people are in- 
debted to the unconstitutional intermed- 
dling of local Ministers. The illiberal 
law will, as wo have said, come into 
operation in British Columbia on and 
after tho 1st of July next. Lot aliens 
meanwhile avail themsolvoa of tho more 
liberal law.

London, July 1 1— There is considera- 
ble excitement in Belfast in consequence 
of apprehensions of a disturbance to-mor- 
row during the. parade of the Orangemen. 
The authorities here have made extra 
preparations for maintaining order and 
have resolved vigorously to prevenl a re- 
currence of the saein s of last year JTvvelve 
hundred special policemen have been 
sworn in.

Johmon, Mj 1'. for 
Belfast, deprecating tho Orange demou- 
nt rat ion. 

Berlin, .Inly 10— The permanent re- 
tirement of Bismarck from the Prussian 
C ib net, announced so memonihs ago, is 
on the eve of execution, it was sta.ed 
in a dispatch sent from this city on Hie 
loth nit., that the Priuoa ial taken 
preparatory steps for his withdrawal . He 
will, however, retain the German Chan- 
cellorship. 

Cholera has appeared at various places 
in Germany. A number of cases have 
occurred at Ratisbon, Bavaria.

The Shah of Persia 

There wa3 a report in circulation a few 
days ago that the Lord Chamberlain was 
greatly perplexed about the reception of 
tho three wives of the Shah, who were, it 
was stated, to accompany His Majesty to 
England. The Morning Post, however, 
states that tho Shah will not be aoeomparir 
iadbyanyof his wives. His Majesty's 
suite will cousiat of 100 persons, but will 
contain no representative of the harem. 
Information has also been received that 
the credit opened for the expenses of the 
Shah during tho visit to Europe! is £200,- 
000. instead of five millions, so that it is 
probable pounds sterling were substituted 
for francs in the telegraphic message re- 
cently transmitted. It has been arranged 
that the grand review in Windsor Great 
Park in honour of tho Shah's visit will 
take place between the Long Walk and 
Queen Anne's Ride. The spot where the 
troops aro to march past is in a lino with 
Queen Anno's Ride, and in the centre of 
the lino thus marked off will be the salut- 
ing point, near which Her Majesty's car- 
riage will bo placed. Stands will be erect- 
ed in the vicinity of the saluting point for 
the more privileged spectators, as well as 
enclosures for carriages. A space nearly 
a milo in length will be available for spec- 
tators on foot.

Lord Elcho suggests that ill order to 
discover whether the Devastation is sea- 
worthy, wo should take her out to sea, 
take her crew from uer, batten her down, 
turn her adrift in a gale of wind, and see 
how sho would behave. "if who stood 
that test," added his Lordship, "she would 
stand anything." Wo do trust that, in a 
matter of such national importance, the 
Admiralty will not ho satisfied with suoh 
(rival experiments, Tho Devastation 
cannot bo said to have been properly test- 
ed until wc have sot her coal stores on 
firo, blown up her boilers, broken down 
her engines off a lee shore, smashed her 
armour with 35-ton guns, "lifted" her 
with a patent nitro-glycerino, gun cotton 
torpedo, run her on a sunken reef, and 
had a mutiny on board. And even after 
all this it is doubtful whether we could 
thoroughly depend upon, her until wo 
have sunk lior In rjjrjo water to test hor 
powers of coming to tha surface again. 
If sho remains long under tho oontrul of 
tho present Admiralty, no doubt she will 
now and again bu subjected to some if not 
all of these trials. Most of our ironclads 
are, and with varying results. —-J<\tn.

A Fatel Duel Between a New 

Or leaps Editor and a Lawyer 

. , ... _ — 

New Orleans, July A private 
dispatch from Bay St.. Louis states 
that a duel was fought near Montgom- 
ery station this morning, between ex- 
Judge C. H. Cooley and P.. B Rhett, 
Jr., of the "Picayune, "in which Cooley 
was killed at tho second shot. The 
difficulty grew out of an article pub- 
lished in the "Picayune," headed 
"Hawkins vs. Picayune," and a reply 
from Judge Cooley, published in the 
"Times" of tho 27th prox. Colonel 
Rhett was not touched. It is under- 
stood that Rhett was the challenging 
party. They fought with double-bar- 
relled shot-guns, loaded with ball; 
distance forty paces. . 

Tho "Times" has a special from 
Montomeiy station, Mississippi, via 
Bay St. Louis, July 1st, which says: 
In the Ruett-Cooley duel, Judge Coo- 
loy was killed at the second lire. 
Rhett was accompanied by Charles Ro- 
man and Dr. Burns; Judge Cooley 
was attended by Colonel George E. 
Carter and Major McRae Selph. The 
weapons were double-barrelled shot- 
guns; one barrel loaded with single 
ball; distance, forty yards. The ground 
was promptly selected, the distance 
measured, and the parties placed in po- 
sition. At tho first tiro Rhett's shot 
ranged high and Cooley's to the right. 
Cooley delivered his fire first. At the 
second fire both simultaneously. Coo- 
ley fell mortallv wounded by tho shot 
entering left side and passing appar- 
ently through the heart. He expired 
in six minutes without apparent suffer' 
ing, only speaking the words to Dr. 
Holliday, "I am shot through the 
breast." The gentlemen engaged in 
tho affair exchanged the usual civilities 
after the tire, and separated with ex- 
pressions of mutual respect and con- 
sideration.
